New product forms in laundry 
detergents are appearing to meet 
the needs of these changing 
households. Efficiency and con- 
yenience become tantamount. 

Some of the products are cur- 
rently in test markets. One new 
form is the unit dose product. A 
detergent gel or paste is in a dis- 
solving pouch. The pouch is drop- 
ped in the washer, the film dissol- 
ves and the contents do the work. 
Then there is a double pouch con- 
figuration for normal loads. The 
pouches can be separated to ad- 
just for heavily soiled or extra 
large loads with three pouches, or 
a single pouch for a small or light 
load. 

Another product takes the form 
of a sheet that starts in the wash 
cycle, goes through the rinse and 
is transferred to the dryer with 
the laundry load. The sheet has
